The importance of 
holding water in the soil and the 
part trees can play in this was dem- 
onstrated by Mr. Paton when he 
pointed out that it has been proven 
that the water table has risen as’ 
much as fity feet away from winds _ 
breaks. ! 

He said that formerly tree plant- 
ing had been quite an ordeal with 
the work of having to be done by, 


hand or plow, | 
Today, however, with modern tree! 
planting equipment it is possible} 


to plant 2000 trees or more in one | 
hour, and he added, “about 95 per) 
cent of these trees will thrive.” 

Outlining the types of trees best 
suited to different soil and growing 
conditions, Mr. Paton claumed the 
most common mistake :nade by plan- 
ters was allowing the roots to dry} 
out before planting.

Low areas of the farm are valuable 
if fully utilized, they can produce 
substantial quanities of hay or pas- 
ture. In late summer many of these 
depressions are free of water and are 
dry enough to allow the use of till- 
age machinery. This is the time 
to break up the native growth and 
prepare for late fall seeding of for- 
age crops. 

Recd Canary Grass is ideal for 
Situations where prelonged flooding 
occurs and alkali is not a problem. 
This grass can stand at least seven 
weeks of flooding after it has be- 
come established. Alsike clover, 
though it will not persist under ex- 
cessive flooding, is superior to other 
leguines foy non-alkaline wet loca- 
tions, ‘Tall Wheat Grass, while it 
is coarse and produces only fair for- 
age, is tolerant of alkali. 

The recommended sceding rates 
for the pasture mixture are Reed 
Canary 5 lbs. per acre and Alsike 
Clover 2 Ibs, per acre. Hay rate: 
are Reed Canary, 4 lbs. and Alsike 
3 lbs, Some timothy may be added 
to the mixture as jt does well where 
moisture {s plentiful. This timoth) 
will make the hay much easier to 
cure, 

As with other forage planting « 
firm seed bed is required and dept! 
of seeding should be no greater than 
ts inch and legume seed should be 
innoculated.

—-——— 


One of the most difficult problems 
facing farm young people in Canada 
today is that of becoming established 
on their own farms. The amount ot 
capital required has risen to such a 
degree that unless the young man 
can take over his father’s land or 
receive assistance from him, the 
chances of securing sufficient land 
and machinery to make up an eco- 
nomic unit are small. No*form of 
credit is readily available to the 
young man who has little security 
With the result that the majority of 
land that is being sold js going to 
the larger operators. There is a 
continued drift of farm young people 
to the cities, a steady increase in 
the average age of farmers and « 
gradual increase in the size of the 
average farm. 


Many presentations have been 
nade by farmers and farm organiza- 
tions calling upon federal or pro- 
vincial government to set up an 
agency to make long-term loans to 
young farmers at a low rate of in- 
terest, Not so long ago the Alberta 
sovernment indicated an interest in 
the matter 


In Quebec, however, such an 
agency has been in operation since 
1937. The primary function of the 
Quebec Farm Credit Bureau is to 
grant ioans to farmers for a long 
term at a very low interest rate 
2.6 per cent). The fact that loans 
mev be made up to 75 per cent of the 
property's value encourages the pur- 
chase of new farms and _ enables 
young farmers to become established 


Since its inception $104 million 
has been loaned of which about $55 
million has gone to enable farmer's 
sons to become established on new 
land. Last year alone over $8 mil- 
lion went for this purpose. The fact 
that since 1937 losses have amounted 
to only $691 or less than 7 cents on 
every $10,000 loaned is an tndica- 
tion of the soundness of the plan 
and the reliability of the borrowers
